New Schoo] Dentist 

The board spent a busy evening 
with a heavy agenda of rountine busi- 
ness to dispose of, adjournmetn not 
taking place until near the midnight 
hour, One of the main decisions of 
the evening was the appointment of 
Dr. W. W. Astie of Edmonton 
echool dentist to take the place of 
Dr Darling, resigned. Dr. Astle 
chosen from a field of ten applicants, 
including four dentists from Ontario. 
He is a graduate of Toronto with live 
years experience in army and private 
work. 

While not endorsing a proposal 
that the principals and teachers of 
the schools should sell poppies to 
the school children on Armistice Day, 
it was finally agreed that some as- 
rangements shouid be made if pos- 
sible with the G. W. V. A. to have 
these poppies sold ouiside the schovuls 
on the occasion, 

A suggestion from the city coun- 
cil that the board share in the ealary 
of a special inspector tc check up 
coal deliveries to the city was turned 
over to the building commissioner for 
4a report.
